| KIND-HEARTED BEN. 


How the Massachusetts Statesman 
Won the Heart of Beauregard. 


An Interesting War Reminiscence—Mrs. 
Beauregard’s Death During the Absence of 
Her Husband—The Unconditional Pass— 
Butler Not so Solid in the South as His 
Friends Think. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, September 19.—Gen. P. G. T. 
Beauregard, who is stopping at tne Park 
Avenue Hotel, was asked by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter yesterday how the candidacy 
of General Butler would be received in the 
South, 

J am not prepared to speak for the 
South,“ said the General, “but I think it 
would meet with strong opposition in that 
quarter, although he may not be guilty of all 
the charges brought against him while in 
command there. His subordinates may be 
responsible for many of the acts complained 
of.“ r 

“How did he treat your family and 
friends?” was the next question. 

„With proper consideration. as I was more 
particularly informed on my return to New 
Orleans. I left home suddenly, February 
23, 1861, having resigned from the United 
States Corps of Engineers on the call of the 
Provisional Government of the Confedera- 
cy, at Montgomery. Ala. I expected at that 
time to return in about a fortnight to take 
command in Louisiana, where I had been 
stationed for many years. Ihstead, I was 
ordered to Charleston, thence to Manassas, 
thence to West Tenaessee, etc.,.to the end of 
the war, remaining 

ABSENT FROM HOME FOUR YEARS 
and three months. When 1 started from 
New Orleans Mrs. Beauregard was in very 
bad health, and I was compelled to leave her 
with her own family to. be taken care of, 
hence I was anxious to return to be with 


her. But in war a soldier belongs first to his 
country and thea to his family. Shortly 


after New Orleans was taken by the Federals 


my wife and family, composed only of 
ladies—the gentlemen having gone to the 
war—received an order from Gen. Butler's 
chief quartermaster to vacate their house in 
forty sass hours, as it was to be occupied 
by Federal officers. An old friend 
0 the family, Dr. Mercer, who 
was well acquainted with General 
Butler, went to him to remonstrate against 
such a proceeding and to explain the condi- 
tion of Mrs. Beauregard’s health. Gen. 
Butler at once countermanded the order, 
which, he said, had been given without his 
approval. Moreover, ne sent a guard to pro- 
tect the house from further intrusion, but

At last, in the early spring of 1864 
it became evident to her physician and her 
family that she had not long to live. 
Our good old friend Dr. Mercer again went 
to Gen. Butler to know if there was any 
possibility of my seeing once more the ten- 
der and loving wife from whom 1 had been 
so suddenly and long separated. He imme- 
diately turned to his desk, and with his char- 
acteristic promptness wrote an uncondition- 
al pass, which authorized me to enter his 
lines and to come to New Orleans, where I 
could remain unmolested as long as circum- 
stances required my presence there.

Judge Noonan's Opinion in the Test 
Barber Case. 


This morning Judge Noonan rendered his 
decision on the points raised in the test case 
of the barbers.

Anthony & Kuhn, Brewers, Suspend— 
Liabilities Nearly $400,000. 


The Anthony & Kuhn Brewing Company, 
which recently formed into a stock company, 


‘with Henry Anthony as President, and 


Francis Kuhn as Secretary. it 
was rumored on Change this morning, 
is financially embarrassed, It was quoted 
on the commercial list that a meet- 
ing of ereditors had been called 
for to-morrow. The report created great 


was considered one of the most solid in the 
city. The liabilities were placed by 
one brewer as high as somewhere 
between $350,000 and $400,000. The indebt- 
edness to one firm for grain amounts to $10,- 
000. The Fourth National Bank, Ger- 
man American Bank, and a saloon- 
keeper named Eberle are said to be the 
beaviest creditors. The causes of the 
embarrassment are said to be too 
great an extension of business and 
the establishment of agencies by which 
a large amount of the firm’s paper was put 
out, and it has been unable to meet matur- 
ing notes. 

The Anthony & Kuhn Brewing Company 
was incorporated on the 17th day 
of September, with a capital stock 
of $150,000, half paid up. The incorporators 
were Henfy Anthony, Francis Kuhn 
and Austin Vogt, of St. Louis. 
Previous to that time Messrs. Anthony & 
Kuhn had been running the brewery. Tbey 
have a brewery and garden, corner of 
Sidney and Buel, the property very exten- 
siveand valuable. An uptown depot has 
been established at 112 North Fifth street, 
whieh has been known as Anthony & Kuhn’s 
saloon. The firm has been in business for 
more than fifteen years, and was always re- 
garded as a very prosperous and paying con- 
cern. 

A number of brewers who were found to- 
gether at dinner at Tony Faust’s this after- 
noon seemed to be universally of the opinion 
that the firm would tide over this squeeze 
and that they would soon be on their feet 
again. 

A meeting of the creditors has been called, 
to be held at the Garden at 12 m. to-morrow, 
at which time the firm will make a full 
statement and a proposition for payment.

The Laclede will take 1,300; the St. James 
has arrangements for 1,200, Lindell 1,000, 
Planters’ 1,000, Barnum’s 1,000, Hurst’s 800, 
Hote! Barnum 450, New Hotel Moser 450, Ho- 
tel Hunt 350, People’s House 300, Koetter's 
Hotel 400, Atlantic 100, City Hotel 200, Mound 
City 300, Mona [Bouse 190, old Hotel Moser 75, 
Chestnut Street Hotei 200, Hotel Brown 
200, Monroe House 100, Star Hotel 50. 
The Bristol and Belvedere are generaily full 
of regular boarders, but arrangements bave 
been made for the accommodation of 100 each 
during the week.

Interview with Fred Douglass at Washington 
—The Coming Colored Convention. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
-Wasuincton, September 13.— Ben has 


“the gravel train, and it will stick by him. 


He may not have the limited express, but he 
has the gravel train, and I don’t think he 
can be beaten; for in elections numbers 
count, not the quality of the voters.” 

It was Fred Douglass, the venerable ex- 
slave and champion of the colored man who 
said this, and it was of Ben Butler of Mas- 
sachusetts that he spoke. He sat in the 
library of his pretty tasteful home, sur- 
rounded by his books and pictures and liter- 
ary gatherings of half a century, as he spoke. 
From the windows of his parlor, he looked 
down upon the beautiful capital city, spread 
out at the foot of the hill on the crest of 
which his house stanas. Near by flowed 
the blue Potomac and on its placid bosom 
floated grim gunboats, lying idly at 
the navy yard hard within 8 
of easy vision. The broad grounds in 
front, tastefully laid. out and decorated 
sloped rapidiy away from the ample 
piazza which ran across the entire front of 
the tasteful and substantial brick mansion. 
Inside, a broad hall, richly carpeted and fur- 
nisbed, spoke the taste and wealth of the 
owner—for Fred. Douglass is one of the nu- 
merous wealthy colored men of Washington 
—and that of the other rooms was in keep- 


ing. 
THE HOME 
was comfortable and elegant, one to which 
most anybody might be willing to invite his 
friends, yet not in any manner out of taste, 
or liable to excite remark as beyond the 
means or station of the ex-slave, as he de- 
lights to call himself. Upon the walisof the 
varlor were portraits of Lincoln, Sumner, 
angston and others, and from those of the 
study, where he eats, hungin plain frames 
another of Lincoln, photographic groups 
entitled “Friends of Freedom, pictures of 
Susan B. Anthony and Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton, and several very dark complexioned 
gentlemen of more or less repute, while just 
beside his table stood a life-sized bust, in 
tinted plaster, of himself, The table at 
which he sat Was strewn with 
books and papers, and a cushioned stool 
close at the front showed tnat he had been 
at work when the bell brought him to the 
door in person. His long white hair, which 
began to turn gray at 20, he says, is 
now as white as the driven snow, but his full 
beard, which he strokes and caresses as he 
talks, is still as nearly black as gray. In 
tigdre he is still straight as an arrow, and 
but for his white hair none need suppose him 
to be 50, instead of nearly or quite 70 
as he really is. He was talking of the com- 
ing convention, of the political and social 
condition of the colored race; of the Presi- 
dential preferences of the colored voter, and 
of the relations of the present Administra- 
tion to the negro class and 
THE COMING CONVENTION AT LOUISVILLE. 
J don’t think,“ he said in answer to a 
question, that the convention is going 
to indorse President Arthur or make any 
nomination for President or Vice-President. 
There has been talk that it was called in the 
interest of the present administration. If 
that issoIdo not know it. 1 do not think 
it is so at all. It is a mistake, too, to sup- 
pose that I was the caller or originator of 
the convention. I was not, in any sense. 
There was a meeting of colored delegates 
held here, chosen by the colored people of 
the district, to arrange a programme for the 
celebration of Emancipation Day in the dis- 
trict. After they had finished this task they 
concluded to cali a convention of the colored 
ople to discuss tae questions now especial- 
y of interest to us. I had nothing to do with 
the origin of the convention, and knew noth- 
ing of it until 1 found myself placed on the 
committee to make the call, and then I could 
not do otherwise than take hold and help 
the best 1 could, but as to the President har- 
ing anything to do with it, or as to its being 
likely to indorse or boom him, I know noth- 
ing. and 1 do not think there is any truth in 
t 


it. 
Po not the colored people think kindly of 
the President, Mr. Douglass ?”’ 

“Oh, yes, but 1 don't think the convention 
will nominate anybody, either.for President 
or Vice President. It may say, and proba- 
bly will, that the colored people ought to 
have a more liberal share in the distribution 
of offices, and may go so far as to demand a 
colored Cabinet officer, but even that is of 
doubtful propriety in my mind. As to Pres- 
ident Arthur, we certainly have no cause to 
complain of him. He has not done very 
much for us, it is true, but he has done noth- 
ing against us, and his Cabinet officers have 
done very well by the colored man. Still 1 
think that ii the convention does anything 
in the way of nominating or indorsim® any- 
body, orin any way expressing its prefer- 
ence, it will be lor another man. 

“What is his name?” 

“Robert ‘I’. Lincoln. I think he has the 
heart of the colored people more than any 
man now before the country in any position. 
‘The colored man holds the name of Lincoln 
in reverence, as he ought, and 

ROBERT LINCOLN, 
his son, has made a good Cabinet officer and 
his name at the head of a national ticket 
would rally almost every colored man to its 
support. There is only one name on the 
other side that would have any such effect.“ 

„And what one is that?“ 

“Ben Butler. He stands very well with 
the colored people ot the South, very well, 
indeed. The name of Butler at the head of 
the Democratic ticket, or at the head of any 
ticket, indeed, would make it very strong 
with the colored vote of the South. He was 
the hero of New Orleans, the inventor of the 
term ‘Contraband of War,’ as applied to the 
negro and slave, and his course toward the 
colored man since the war has been such as 
to continue his good opinion of him. Butler 
on the Democratic ticket would make 
a very considerable percentage of the 
colored ,vote of the South Democratic, at 
least for the time.” 

So much so that the South would be sol- 
ay, mocratic beyond a peradventure,

“Yes, undoubtedly. And if Butler is re- 
elected it will give him a boom for the Pres- 
idency, sure.

Ax economical friend of mine asked me 
one day if Il had ever taken lunch at such 
and such an eating-house, which I recog- 
nized as a five cent establishment. When I 
said that [had never had the pleasure, he 
said try it, ask for bean soup or something 
of that kind.

No ox who has occasion to walk the 
streets much or to visit the hotels can 
have failed to notice the great increase in 
the number of strangers in the city, most of 
them apparently from the country.

Then he went out on the front platform to 
see the sights, night as it was, and was only 
saved from breaking his neck through ign: r- 
ance of the fact that there was a step on the 
platform, by the efforts of the driver. When 
the conductor naturally applied to him for 
the fare the old gentleman thought he had 
come to talk to him and commenced plying 
him with qnestions until the frantic waving 
of the dime by the old lady attracted the con- 
ductor's attention, and the fare was paid. 
When we reached Sixth street the old gen- 
tlemen asked his wife whether she 
wanted to take a long ride or 
not, and inquired of me where the 
Hotel Barnum was. I pointed down the 
street we were passing and then there was a 
rush. The old lady was nearly killed by be- 
ing hurried off before the car was stopped, 
and the old gentleman saved himself from a 
fail by an agile acrobatic feat.

ALIVE IN A DEEP PIT. 


About a Lad Who, ‘Like Truth, Was 
Found at the Bottom of a We 
From the Detroit News. 


During the last few weeks James Wilson, 
who lives near Thamesville, has been en- 
deavoring to procure water on his place, and 
for that purpose drilled at several points 
holes a foot in diameter and of various 
depths, filling each up before another was 
commenced, as soon as it was evident water 
would not come. The last one drilled was 
last week, when he gunk the drill fifty feet. 
Into this hole came some water, and after a 
time it filled half way up with water, aud 
mud, the latter reduced to a soft consistency 
by the former, Thinking, perhaps, the de- 
sired effect might be reached, he decided to 
await further developments before filling 
this up and trying again. The family hada 
little two-year-old boy playing about in the 
g0-as-you-please style common in country 
dooryards, but suddenly the baby was 
missed. Calling him and hunting for him 
proved futile, until the father thought of 
the hole twelve inches in diameter. As a 
last resort, without really thinking the child 
was there, he peered down the hole, but of 
course could see nothiug. While doing so, 
however, he thought he heard the child’s 
voice, and, after several moments of auxious 
listening, became satistied that ne was at the 
bottom, at least twenty-five feet below the 
surface, in a space of such small circumfer- 
ence that the possibility of resene was a 
problem.

From the 
baby boy’s position he had evidently stepped 
into the hole and with his clothing had filled 
it so full as to sink gradually, the air below 
offering resistauce enough to prevent any in- 
juriously swift descent. The colored man 
next asked wath See = ch the end of whieh 
he made a loop largé ugh to go over the 
child's head. Then he procured wooden 
strips, which he fastened strongly together 
until he had one strip twenty-five feet or 
more in length. He dropped the rope down 
the hole and lowéred the wooden sirip. 
While another person beld the mirror above 
the colored man knelt by the opening, and 
taking his bearings by frequent observations 
in the mirror, worked faéthfully to place the 
loop over the head of the little one down in 
the bowels of the earth. 

Meantime a physician had been sent for 
that he might be at hand in case of need. 
Earnestly the colored man tried again and 
again to accomplish his purpose, each failure 
only making him the more determined to 
succeed, until at last he got the Joop over the 
back of the child’s head and around under 
his nose.

THE LOST VOYAGER. 


Concerning the Leader of the Crew Now 
Locked Fast in a Prison of Ice. 
Newburyport Dispatch in the Boston Journal. 


The intelligence relating to the Lieutenant 
Greely Arctic expedition creates the most in- 
tense feeling here, this being the native place 
of Lieutenant Greely. His mother is at 
present at Jackson, N. H. His brother, 
John A. Greely, was called upon by the 
Journal representative this evening, and 
from him the following particulars are ob- 
tained. Lieutenant A. W. Greely was born 
in this city March 27, 1844, and entered the 
Nineteenth Massachusetts Regiment in 
August, 1861. He served throughout the en- 
tire war in the infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lery service, being engaged in twenty bat- 
tles, and wounded at White Oak Swamp, 
Antietam and Fredericksburg. He was in 
New Orleans under Gen. Newman, and at 
the close of the war he was ap- 
pointed a cadet from Louisiana N. Gon. 
Grant, and entered the Sixth United 
States Cavalry, serving on the Southern 
frontier, and afterward was attached 
to the Signal Service and built the telegraph 
lines fifteen hundred miles in extent through 
the State of Texas. In 1881 he was a nt- 
ed to take charge of the Signal rvice 
expedition. His last visit was made here 
May 30, 1881. and the last intelligence from 
nim was dated August 18, 1881, latitude 81.44 
north, longitude 64.55 west, written in good 
health and spirits. He had killed enough 
musk-oxen to last his men for three months. 
His brother thinks he will make his way 
during the season to someof the caches 
which have been provisioned for his relief.
